Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales. 
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EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  May  29  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending  May  18,  1980) 

Wheat:  Contract  adjustments  resulted  in  net  sales  of  only  27,900  metric  tons  (MT),  for  the 
current  marketing  year  (MY).  Portugal  (63,000  MT)  and  Brazil  (49,200  MT)  were  the  principal 
markets.  Net  sales  for  MY  1980/81  totaled  509,000  MT ;  Japan  (  170,100  MT),  Tunisia  (68,000  MT), 
and  Korea  (40,000  MT),  were  major  buyers.  Weekly  exports  were  fairly  heavy  at  663,200  MT. 

Japan,  Portugal,  Bangladesh,  Romania,  and  Korea  were  the  major  destinations. 

Corn :  The  market  was  active  as  net  sales  totaled  1,761,400  MT,  considerably  above  recent  weeks' 
levels.  Mexico  was  the  primary  market  accounting  for  1,074,200  MT,  followed  by  Japan 
(143,500  MT)  and  Lebanon  (63,500  MT).  Weekly  exports  totaled  830,900  MT,  most  of  which  went  to 
Portugal,  Mexico,  Japan,  and  Spain. 

Ri ce :  Net  sales  totaled  30,300  MT.  The  United  Arab  Emirates  accounted  for  most  of  the  business 
with  22,600  MT.  Weekly  exports  of  7,600  MT  were  at  the  lowest  level  in  this  marketing  year. 

Sorghum:  Net  sales  totaled  95,000  MT  of  which  Spain  (35,200  MT) ,;.Japan :,(3i;i00  i.MT ).(,!.  and  Mexico 
(25,400  MT)  were  the  major  purchasers.  Weekly  exports  were  234,800  MT  with  Mexico,  Spain,  and 
Japan  the  primary  destinations. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  increased  slightly  to  315,800  MT,  up  from  the  level  of  the  previous  week. 
New  sales  and  destination  changes  included  Japan,  (89,800  MT)the  Netherlands  (65,100  MT),  Spain 
(57,600  MT),  Germany,  FR  (51,800  MT),  and  France  (50,800  MT).  Exports  at  532,800  MT  continue 
their  strong  showing  and  were  up  27  percent  from  a  week  earlier.  The  principal  destinations 
included  the  Netherlands  (156,000  MT) ,  Japan  (87,400  MT),  and  Spain  (69,200  MT). 

Soybean  Meal :  Contract  adjustments  resulted  in  net  sales  of  15,600  MT,  down  76  percent  from 
that  of  a  week  earlier.  Net  sales  and  contract  adjustments  included  31,800  MT  to  the 
Netherlands  and  11,600  MT  to  Japan.  Meal  exports  were  off  substantially  at  93,100  MT,  which 
is  45  percent  below  the  week-earlier  level.  EC  destinations  accounted  for  most  of  the  shipments 
with  53,300  MT  to  the  Netherlands,  17,200  MT  to  Germany,  FR  and  16,000  MT  to  Italy. 

Soybean  Oil :  The  net  sales  position  totaled  a  minus  15,700  MT,  compared  with  7,300  MT  a  week 
earlier.  There  was  a  sale  of  8,000  MT  to  India,  which  was  more  than  offset  by  the  minus  effect 
of  a  purchase  of  20,000  MT  of  U.S.  soyoil  from  foreign  sellers.  Exports  at  35,800  MT  were  more 
than  double  the  previous  week's  level.  The  major  destinations  were  India  (22,000  MT)  and  China 
(11,400  MT),  with  the  latter  shipment  bringing  the  total  for  the  season  to  67,200  MT. 

Cotton :  Sales  activity  was  moderate.  MY  1979/80  sales  of  66,900  RB  were  largely  to  Korea  - 
28,000  RB;  Japan  -  22,100  RB;  and  Hungary  -  12,700  RB.  MY  1980/81  sales  of  60,000  RB  were 
principally  to  Hong  Kong  -  22,400  RB;  Taiwan  -  15,900  RB;  and  Korea  -  12,400  RB.  Exports  of 
154,100  RB  were  the  smallest  since  the  end  of  November.  This  is  still  a  good  level  with 
86  percent  going  to  Asia  (including  12,500  RB  to  China)  and  11  percent  to  Europe. 

Hides  and  Skins:  This  covers  the  initial  reporting  week  for  hides.  The  current  marketing  year 
for  reporting  of  hide  exports  is  a  calendar  year.  Outstanding  sales  reported  for  the  week  were 
approximately  3.7  million  pieces  for  all  categories.  Weekly  exports  totaled  236,000  pieces. 
About  88  percent  of  both  outstanding  sales  and  exports  during  the  first  week  were  whole  cattle 
hides,  but  the  total  also  includes  whole  calf  skins,  whole  kip  skins,  cut  cattle  hides,  and 
other  pieces.  For  the  week,  the  leading  markets  were  Japan,  Korea,  Taiwan,  and  Mexico. 

Barley,  Oats,  and  Rye:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
